The above-referenced application has been reviewed in light of the Office 
Communication mailed May 23, 2003, the Office Action mailed August 12, 2002, and 
Applicants' Amendment mailed on December 11, 2002. In the Office Communication it was 
asserted that Applicant's Amendment mailed on December 1 1 , 2002 was not fully responsive to 
the Office Action as the patentable subject matter of new claims 43-45 was not identified or 
compared to the prior art of record.
